4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall he as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may he 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders 
Issued, from time to time, by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualifications.— (a) No person, who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time Of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

0. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
^-necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons/post.

Provided that the following goods and articles shall be exempted from the 
payment of Terminal tax. 

1. Bonaflide passenger’s luggage. 

2. Private and personal articles which have previously been in use. 
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3. Stores accompanied by a prescribed certificate endorsed by a competent 
officer to the effect that they are Government property at the time they are 
brought Into the Cantonment limits; provided that in case where the stores are 
either subsequently sold or become available for sale, or are issued on repayment 
or issued to the contractors whether on payment or otherwise, the officer respon- 
sible for their import, sale or issue shall notify the fact to the Cantonment Board 
immediately before such sale or issue takes place and first pay any terminal tax 
due.

5. All goods imported through the Post Office (this does not Include goods 
which come by rail and of which merely the Railway Receipt Is scat by pest). 

6. A i tides imported by such Educational and Charitable Medical Institution as 
may be specified by the Cantonment Board from time to time, if accompanied by a 
certificate signed by the Head of the Institution or the Medical Officer in Charge 
to tha effect that they are imported for the bounded use of such institution 
The certificate shall be in the iorm prescribed by the Cantonment Board as laid 
down In paragraph 3. 

7. Usual belongings of the article, musical concert. Circus and other similar 
companies, of a like nature, for their bonadde use (this does not include articles 
Imported by Carnival or other similar Companies for the purpose of giving out 
prizes to the public), These should be accompanied by a pass issued by the Can- 
tonment Office. 

8. Bullions, coins, jewellery and wearing ornaments. 

9. Railway stores and materials which are required for use on Railway (not 
through any contractor), whether in constructing, manufacturing or working the 
same and which are not removed outside the railway land boundaries, but not 
stores imported into Cantonment Limits for storage, sale, use and consumption by 
the Railway employees (nor stores which the Railway Co-operative stocks for sale 
to its members). 

10. Articles of dowry brought by a marriage party of the bridegroom. 

11. Printed Books, Periodicals and Dailies. 

12. Dung cakes. 

13. Samples imported by bonafide commercial travellers not meant for sale 
subject to such restrictions as the Cantonment Board may impose from time to.

(b) no woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power of relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to (be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to tiny class or 
category of persons/post.
